TRUCK-FARMING AT PRINCETON. 
From the New York Weorld. 

Reports of the results of the Princeton 
farm show some encouraging features 
despite tha fact that it-did little more 
than pay expensés. The experiment will 
‘not only ‘be repeated next year but the 
area of cultivation will be enlarged. It 
ig believed the larg>=r undertaking will 
prove the farm to be successful as a 
profit-making business, instead of be- 
ing merely self-sustaining. 

The feature of special interest in the 
report is that for the cultivation of fivé 
acres of béans, three acres of potatoes, 
2000 tomato plans and 20,000 bunches of 
celery, there were employed 15 students 
from June 1 to the middie of September. 
They were paid 2% cents an hour and 
put in time enough to average $12 a 
week each. When it is gonsidered that 
they wers not experts, that they were 
producing only ordinary garden truck, it 
will be seen that the outcome is deserv- 
ing Of more note than that of some 
much more pretentious studies.

In furnishing the truant school room, 
everything that is distasteful to the 
schoolboy, or suggests the old style 
school, was removed. No desks are 
used in the classrooms, but long tables 
with chairs take their places. The black- 
boards with chalk and erasers are for 
the pupils to use when desired. They 
may talk when they wish and move 
about the room at their will. A Post- 
Dispatch reporter, visiting the school, 
saw a boy sitting at one of the tables 
stitching with stubby fingers a base- 
ball which. had ripped.

UNSOUND BODY 
NO BAR 10 PUPILS 
IN CITY SCHOOLS 


Principals ~Accept All Whose 
Minds Are Normal—Discuss 
County Case. 





THEIR VIEWS DIFFERENT 


They Deny Presence of Physi- 
cally Defective Would Have 
Bad Influence on Children. 


Physically defective children who are 
mentally sound are allowed to attend 
St. Louis public schools, there being nu 
enforcement of any rule or order by 
school officials to bring about the situa- 
tion presented In St. Louis County b) 
the barring of Ralph Knobeloch, 8 years 
old, from the Kinloch School because he 
is paralyzed from the waist down. 

Extra care is taken by St. Louis 
teachers and officials to aid unfortunate 


pupils who are normal mentally, it was 
learned by a Post-Dispatch reporter's 
investigation yesterday. Several chil- 
dren now attend city schools who are 
carried to and from their desks and 
echools by relatives. 

i/ The Knobeloch boy is a son of H. R. 
Knobeloch, a clerk for the Wabash 
Railroad. He entered the Kinloch 
School in the county at the beginning 
of this term but after attending a month 
was barred by Principal G. C. McMillan 
en the ground that his physical condi- 
tion might exert a harmful influence 
on other pupils and that it might ex- 
ercisé a prenatal influence later in life 
on girl pupils. 

The lower part of the child’s body is 
paralyzed, although his mentality is nor- 
mal. He was carried to and from school 
by his father and could not move about 
after he was placed at his desk. 

Similar St. Louis Case. 

A pupil similarly afflicted attended the 
Lincoln Sehool in St. Louis until 
completed the eighth grade last year, 
according to Dr. James Stewart, super- 
visor of hygiene. The boy was normal 
mentally, but his lower body was para- 
lyzed. He was carried daily by his 
father to and from school and his desk 
in the school room and was a bright 
student, Dr. Stewart told the reporter. 

Pupils disabled by like afflictions now 
attend the Madison and Harrison 
schools, according to Dr. Stewart. A 
boy in the Madison School is carried 
to and from his desk each day by an 
older brother. A pupil in the Harrison 
School is conveyed to and from school 
in a little express. wagon by a rela- 
tive. Other disabled pupils are cared for 
and educated in other schools. 

The physically helpless condition of 
others will have no harmful influence 
on normal pupils of school age, accord- 
ing to Dr. Stewart. If a child could 
be so easily disturbed mentally it deeds 
attention itself to eliminate this ab- 
normal condition, he said. 

Others Benefited. 

“My experience along this line has 
been that a helpless child gains the 
sympathy of others and teaches them 
to aid the unfortunate,’ Dr. Stewart 
said. “This teaches the children gen- 
tleness and brings out forcibly the 
sentiment of helping those who can- 
not help themselves. 

‘“T cannot agree with the principal 
who asserts that deformity will have 
a harmful influence on_ girl pupils. 
Children of school age are not so im- 
pressionable that they will carry such 
influences to the age of motherhood if 
they are themselves normal.”’ 

Principal McMillan of the Kinloch 
school is a lawyer and said yesterday 
that he had the advice of other attorneys 
and educators in,the matter. He re. 
fused to recede from his position in 
barring the Knobeloch boy from the 
school. 

W. R. ‘Bender, Superintendent of 








Schools in St. Louis County, at the re- 
quest of the boy’s father, asked Prof. 
McMillan to reconsider his order and 
allow the boy to return to his studies, 
but was met with refusal. 

The boy's father has employed attor- 
neys and said yesterday he will apply 
to the courts for a mandamus to com- 
pel Principal McMillan to accept the 
boy in the school..

So they began 
to swarm about the wreck and evince indications 
of vulturism. 

Aviator Cooke looked about and found a stout 
club, When @ souvenir-seeker approached with a 
knife to cut away a portion of one of his planes 
or with a stick to pry off a piece of the frame- 
work, Cooke made effectual passes with his club.

“Scarcely had Johnstone hit the ground,” says 
this dispatch, “before morbid men and women 
swarmed over the wreckage, fighting with each 
other for souvenirs. One of the broken wooden 
stays had gone almost through Johnstone’s body. 

“Before doctars-or police could reach the scene 
one man had torn this splinter from the body 
and bad run away, carrying his trophy, with the 
aviator’s blood still dripping from its ends. 

“Frantic, the crowd tore away the canvas from 
over his body, and fought for the very gloves with 
which he had protected his hands from the cold.” 

So runs the record. Thousands of persons had 
witnessed the desperate fight for life of a brave 
young aviator, whose machine became unmanage- 
able when 800 feet in the air. They had watched 
him struggling with hands and feet to right his 
planes. They had witnessed, even after the aero- 
plane completely upset at 300 feet, »o4 tegan to 
shoot down perpendicularly, his exertions to ma- 
nipulate the plare- =< that the air might form a 
cushion to save him. They had seen him plunge 
to death. They had heard the sullen thud and the 
splintering crash as man and mechanism struck 
the ground.

The Johnstone mentioned was the father of St. 
Croix Johnstone, @ young Chicago aviator, who 
only the day before had lort his life by falling in 
Lake Michigan while attempting as aeroplane per- 
formance for the delight ef @ Chicago crowd. The 
same day, and at the same aviation meet, an- 
other aviator, Willlam BR. Badger of Pittsburz, 
fell to his death. 

The next day, Aug. 16, an enormous throng 
gathered to witness the aviation events. The 
double tragedy of Aug. 15 had advertised the meet. 
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tering shrill cries in their excitement, an: violated 
even the mangled corpse. : ' 

And still the band played “The Grizzly Bear,’ 
Colorado’s classic, while the vultures swarmed and 
swooped. 

Nero fiddled while Rome burned. 

Speaking of Rome, an apt parallel may be drawn 
here. which may explain certain other aviation in- 
cidents resulting in the death of a flyer. Familiar 
to most persons who read is the “thumbs up, 
thumbs down” of the ancient gladiatorial arena ip 
Rome. When the spectatars pointed their thumbs 
up, it meant that the fallen giadiator’s life was to 
be spared by his triumphant adversary. When 
thes pointed tLeir thumbs down, it meant that 
the victur was to dispatch the vanquished. 

Here follows a newspaper heading of Aug. 16, 
1911, suggesting the Roman parallel: 


A piece of well-planned press agent work could 
not have done it better. The Chicagoans crowded 
into the grandstand even as the ancient Romans 
thronged the arena, eager—in Rome for blood, in 
Chicago for perils in the air. 

A part of the populace had been sobered by the 
death of Johnstone and Badger. Johnstone’s wife 
and mother had seen him fall. Also, hundreds 
of the vulturous sort of spectators had leaped the 
fence when Badger fell just in front of the grand- 
stand; they had fonght past the line of police, 
rushed into a pit where lay the wrecked biplane 
and its victim, and struggled for souvenirs. Many 
reads were cracked by police clubs. This served 
to sober some of the vultures, and the two trage- 
dies toned down the enthdsiasm of many other 
spectators and of the surviving aviators.

It is rea- 
sonable to suppose that so long as a man remains 
in that condition he cannot work. 

Mr. Rump himself thought so for nearly three

its leprous finger upon almost every one unfor- 
tunate enough to be connected with those hated 
millions. This is the story: 

When Col. Thomas H. Swope was young he went 
from Virginia to Kansas City, then a village, and 
bought land. Acres were cheap, but there was one 
plot of land which Swope coveted and long failed 
to obtain. At last, however, he procured it from 
the Indian maiden who owned it, but with the 
possession there came the curse. 

“Unfair!” the girl cried, when she understood 
the methods by which she had been induced to 
sign her rights away. “Unfair!” 

Then, stretching forth her hands to the Great 
Father, she prayed that fortune might smile upon 
this man only to blight him, that he might live 
only to suffer. 

Those who are old to Kansas City and Inde- 
pendence remember how Thomas H. Swope turned 
slowly from a likable young man to a rechuse, 
how his friends dropped away through no apparent 
cause, how the world became sombre and gray 
to him. Like a mill pouring forth its products, 
he spread benevolences on every side, gave parks 
and tracts of land to Kansas City, but the giving 
brought no smile to his lips, no joy to his heart. 


But in spite of his unhappiness and his apparent 
desire for no more money, his fortune grew. 
Blocks of real estate yielded their rentals. In- 
creased land values tripled the old man’s money. 
His fortune became the byword of Kansas City. 
Then the curse began to do its stronger work. 
Logan O. Swope, the brother of Thomas, died, 
and the latter took up his residence in the 
Logan Swope castle in Independence with his sis- 
ter-in-law, his cousin, Moss Hunton, and the chil- 
dren of Logan, to whom he had willed much of 
his money. But he remained lonely, unhappy. 
Time passed. Again the curse fell. Frances 
Swope, the favorite niece of Thofhas, eloped with 
Dr. Bennett Clark Hyde, to whom the family had 
objections. It was the beginning of a great stream 
of tragedies. 

Oct. 1, 1909, James Moss Hunton, cousin of 
Col. Swope, became il] at the Swope home, Dr. 
Hyde, visiting there, pronounced the {llness ap- 
oplexy and bled the patient. Hunton died with- 
out regaining consciousness. 

Two days later Col. Thomas H, Swope, who had 
been {ll a short time, died in convulsions. 

Dec. 1 Miss Margaret Swope, niece of the Col- 
onel, and an heir, became ill with typhoid fever. 

Between then and Dec. 22 nine men and women, 
most of them nephews, nieces or cousins of Col. 
Swope, and all of them associated with the house- 
hold, were stricken with typhoid fever, one nephew 
dying in convulsions. 

Jan. 25, 1910, Dr. Hyde was arrested, accused 
of having murdered Moss Hunton, by bleeding him 
to death; Thomas H. Swope and Christian Swope 
by the administration of cyanide, and attempting 
to murder two of the family. 

First of all came fire—fire which destroyed the 
drug store of Hugo Brecklein, who had sold Dr. 
Hyde cyanide. The fire took with it the eight 
story Rialto Building in which Brecklein’s drug 
store was situated. After fire came injury. 

‘ Joel Mayes, County Marshal, had been the of- 
ficial named to arrest Hyde. A short time after 
that Mayes attempted. to arrest a negro in a 
pawnshop in Kansas City. The negro drew a re- 
volver and fired. As Mayes sank to the floor with 
@ bullet in his skull he fired twice. The negro 
dropped dead. Mayes recovered. A month went 
by. The trial of Dr. Hyde for murder began. 
Ida Copridge, a witness, was called to the stand. 
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She walked to the witness chair, raised her hand to 
be sworn, and fell unconscious. Her illness de- 
layed the trial. Jae, 

The list of happenings of the trial is not fin- 
ished. Witness after witness had been heard. 
The case was nearing that point when the at- 
torneys for the State and the defense would shout 
their oratory into the ears of the jurors. There 
came a pause. The wife of William Beebe, one 
of the jurors, was near death in the general hos- 
pital. Under guard of deputies, the whole jury 
was taken to the place that Beebe might see his 
wife. The trial was delayed until word was 
received that the woman’s condition had bettered. 
The history of Beebe, the juror, did not end there. 
A month after Dr. Hyde had been found guilty 
and sentenced to life imprisonment Beebe desert- 
ed his wife and child, announcing that he had 
tired of her extravagances, He never returned to 
Kansas City. The wife did not blame him en- 
tirely. There was the strain of the trial to be 
considered—and the curse. 


And the list goes on. One of the witnesses for 
the defense was a Dr. Chassing Hatred Chase 
Jordan, a negro “quack.” The curse stretched 
out a finger and laid it on his shoulder. He was 
sued for divorce. He became ill with typhoid 
fever and recovered only to be arrested for per- 
jury in connection with his wife’s divorce case. 
He was freed and rearrested for practicing med- 
icine without a license. The case did not come 
to trial. Dr. Chassing Hatred Chase Jordan was 
dead. 


Three weeks later there flashed the news from 
Columbia, Mo., that Dr. Paul Schweitzer, the 
toxicologist of Missouri University, was dead. 
To one who knew nothing of the Swope case that 
did not mean much. But to others it meant that 
another witness, a man who had examined the 
viscera of Thomas H. Swope for traces of poison, 
had gone the way of the others. Then the blight 
turned nearer home. It touched Dr. Bennett 
Clark Hyde and the wife who had been faithful 
to him, even to the point of an estrangement from 
her family, that she might stand by him and 
show her trust. 


A new year came and with it an announcement 
that the wife of Sylvester W. Spangler, the con- 
fidential financial agent of Col. Swope and an 
important witness in the trial, had obtained a di- 
vorce, Another month. Oscar Schneider, the 
cellmate of Dr. Hyde, was stricken with epileptic 
convulsions in his cell and was treated by Dr. 
Hyde. Thirty days more and news came from 
California of the serious illness of Mrs. Logan O. 
Swope. Mental ailments complicated her \trouble; 
at last she recovered. ’
